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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The following is the librarian’s report for Griswold Memorial 
Library for the year 1964. 


The book circulation was as follows: Adult books, 2372; ju- 
venile books 2852; total 5224. 2012 books were taken from the 
bookmobile. The bookmobile also leaves books at Central School 
and at other stations throughout the town. Miss Baker, bookmobile 
librarian, reports a circulation of these books through December of 
5090 making a total from the library and the town of 12,326 books. 


138 new books were added to the library. 96 adult and 42 ju- 
venile. 45 books were discarded. The number of volumes now in 
the library stands at 8394. 41 books were gifts. Mr. Clark Maynard 
continues to give four books a year plus the subscription to Reader’s 
Digest. Several books were gifts of author or publisher. 


One new magazine subscription was made to the Reporter. Mr. 
Royal Davenport continues to send in back numbers of American 
Heritage Magazine. Mrs. Carl Sewall, Mrs. Bernard Pike, and Mrs. 
Clarence Paye continue to give Saturday Review, U.S. News & 
World Report, and Life in that order. These magazines are used 
extensively by students in their school work. 


A new substitute, to replace Marion Purington, has been found 
in the person of Bruce Gooley. 


Mr. Frank Cutting has been named to replace Mr. Henry De- 
marais as custodian. 


Exhibits were held in the library in 1964, beginning in April 
with Ukrainian Crafts by Mrs. Taisa Decyk, Photography by Mr. 
& Mrs. Robley Snively and ending in September with an exhibit of 


hooked rugs by Mrs. Clara Wood. More exhibits are planned for 
196550 


In November, during National Education Week, grades 1-8 were 
invited to the library for stories and a film depicting the workings 
of a small town library. Mrs. Marianna Rowe of the Regional Li- 
brary Center in Greenfield presided. 


During the summer vacation a reading program was carried out 
for grades 1-8. Prizes were awarded to the children who read the 
most books in a two month period. The program was rounded out 
with a story hour, awards and refreshments. 


A Christmas program was held at the library on December 17 
for all school children able to attend. A tree was installed in the 
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reading room for the children to trim as part of the program. Mrs. 
Marianna Rowe’ told stories in keeping with the season and candy 
was distributed. 


The Boy Scout program initiated last year to avail the older 
citizens of Colrain who are unable to come to the library, of books 
and any and all reading matter, is working out very well. This 
program will continue as long as it is needed.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


Ihe Board of Health functioned in 1964 as it has in former 
years, maintaining records of reported cases of contagious diseases. 
The incidence of sickness in this town, of a reportable nature, be- 
comes less as the years go by; indicating that the annual program 
of administering innoculations to young and old, of vaccines design- 
ed to prevent some of these illnesses, is proving its effectiveness. 


During the year the Board carried out programs of inspection 
of dairy farms, food vending establishments and other means of as- 
suring that proper standards of sanitation in various respects will 
be observed. 


The annual program of administering the triple toxoids to 
children from 6 months to school age, was carried out with an ex- 
cellent response on the part of the parents in bringing their children 
for the innoculations. 


The Well-Child Conference sponsored by the Board of Health 
took place in the Colrain School. The planning and execution of this 
was accomplished through the efforts of the School Nurse, Mrs. 
Hazel Pickwell, who solicited the workers for the program. This 
help was voluntary and certainly helped to make the program a 
SUCCESS. 


The physical examinations made and innoculations given were 
done by Dr. John Olson. 


The Board also promoted a program of preventative medicine 
that is part ot a national effort to bring the total population stand- 
ards of immunity against certain diseases to an all time high level. 


The first activity in this respect was held at the Grange Hall 
in September; the other two will follow in January and February 
of 1965.

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VETERANS’ SERVICE REPORT 


To the Selectmen of Colrain: 


The following is our 19th Annual Report of action from the 
Western Franklin Veterans’ Service Center. 


Office contacts numbered two thousand, two hundred and eight 
and included the following types of assistance. Sixty-nine applica- 
tions for hospital care or out-patient treatment were made. One 
hundred and forty-five persons were assisted in making application 
for Pensions or in making out their Annual Income Report in con- 
nection with their Pensions. One hundred and ninety persons re- 
quested Photostatic copies and one thousand and seventy-seven 
prints were made. Fifty-two boys who reached the age of eighteen 
registered at our office for Selective Service. 


Our Public Assistance Program, known as Veterans’ Benefits, 
furnished financial aid to thirty-two families with a total of ninety- 
eight persons. Eighteen new applications were received during the 
year. The total amount paid by the eight Towns called upon for 
aid was $24,530.84. The State reimburses the Towns fifty per cent 
(50 per cent) in settled cases and the full one hundred per cent (100 
per cent) in State settled cases. 


Out of a Budget of $7500.00 set up for our District Administra- 
tion, a total of $7234.79 was used. 


The cooperation of the District Committee during the past year 
has been very helpful and greatly appreciated.

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FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT 


The Colrain Fire Dept. answered 14 calls during 1964. These 
consisted of the usual chimney fires plus one building fire and four 
mutual aid calls. 


We sent equipment and men to assist at Greenfield, Shelburne 
Falls, Charlemont, and Halifax, Vt. 


This has been the second consecutive year that we have been 
faced with extreme water shortages within the town. This past 
year was exceedingly dangerous with the exceptionally dry condi- 
tions in our woodlands, and a complete shortage of water through- 
out the town. We found ourselves in a very dangerous situation. 
While other communities in the area were battling serious fires, we 
in Colrain came out of the drought unscathed. Again, I feel this is 
due to the cooperation of the townspeople. 


This past year we purchased 1000 ft. of 214” fire hose. This gives 
us nearly a full hose capacity for both trucks. I am recommending 
to the Selectmen and Finance Committee that money be raised for 
the purchase of a hose washer. It is necessary that we protect our 
investment by seeing that it has the best of care. We at present 
have no way of cleaning the acids and foreign material from the 
outside hose jacket. It is this outer casing that requires the best 
of care because on this depends the strength and life of the hose. 


There has been talk of the need for more room at the town 
garage, and one meeting was held with the Finance Committee in 
regards to providing new headquarters for the fire department. This 
is a project that should be explored and studied as a long range 
program. 


I am now studying the possibility of providing a tank truck to 
insure adequate water in the areas that are now dry. These trucks 
are available very reasonably if they can be located. 


Our ambulance service continues to operate satisfactorily. We 
expect to improve this service to the benefit of all in the near future. 


In closing, I would like to extend thanks to the Selectmen and 
the public for their cooperation during the past year.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of 
the general accounts of the town of Colrain for the period from 
January 1, 1963, and of the accounts of the tax collector from Feb- 


ruary 5, 1963, the dates of the previous examination, to January 
31, 1964, and submit the following report thereon: 


The records of financial transactions of the several departments 
receiving or disbursing town funds or sending out bills for collec- 
tion were examined and checked in detail. 


The surety bonds of the several town officials required by law 
to furnish them were examined and found to be in proper form. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked in detail. The receipts, as recorded, were compared 
with the departmental records of payments to the treasurer and 
with other sources from which money was paid into the town treas- 
ury. The payments were checked with the warrants approved by 
the selectmen, and the cash balance on January 31, 1964 was prov- 
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ed by reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished 
by the bank of deposit, by examination of the savings bank book, 
and by actual count of the cash on hand. 


The records of town and district tax titles were examined and 
listed, and the transfers to the tax title account were checked with 
the collector’s records. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were 
checked with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled se- 
curities and coupons on file. The balance in the coupon account, as 
shown by a statement received from the bank, was reconciled with 
the outstanding coupons. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal and 
State taxes, the county retirement system, the teachers’ retirement 
system, Blue Cross and Blue Shield, and group insurance were ex- 
amined and checked. The deductions were listed, the payments to 
the proper agencies were verified, and the balances in the general 
treasury on January 31, 1964 were proved. 


The savings bank books representing the investment of the 
trust funds in the custody of the town treasurer were examined and 
listed. The income was proved and the amounts transferred to the 
town were verified. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked in detail. The town and district tax and excise accounts 
recommitted on February 5, 1963, as well as all subsequent commit- 
ment lists, were audited and proved with the warrants issued by 
the board of assessors. The collections as recorded were checked in 
detail, the payments to the town and district treasurers were veri- 
fied, the abatements were compared with the assessors’ records of 
abatements granted, the taxes transferred to the tax title account 
were verified, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


To further verify the outstanding accounts, notices were sent 
to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books as 
owing money to the town and district, and from the replies received 
it appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The financial transactions of the town clerk were examined 
and checked. The receipts for dog and sporting licenses, as well as 
gasoline registrations, were checked with the records of licenses 
issued, the payments to the treasurer and to the Division of Fish- 
eries and Game being verified. 


The appropriations were listed from the town clerk’s record 
of town meetings, and the amounts voted were compared with the 
aggregate appropriations raised by the assessors in the determina- 
tion of the 1963 tax rate. 
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The records of receipts of the selectmen and the sealer of 
weights and measures, as well as of the police, highway, public wel- 
fare, veterans’ services, and school departments, and of all other 
departments collecting money for the town or committing bills for 
collection, were examined and checked with the treasurer’s cash re- 
ceipts. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Griswold Mem- 
orial Library were examined. The receipts from investment income, 
town appropriation, and miscellaneous sources were verified, while 
the expenditures were checked with the cancelled checks and 
vouchers on file. The cash balance on January 31, 1964 was proved 
by reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished 
by the bank of deposit. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the invest- 
ment of the library funds in the custody of the library treasurer 
were examined and listed. The income was proved and all other re- 
corded transactions were verified. 


Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, which is 
appended to this report, was prepared showing the financial condi- 
tion of the town on December 31, 1963. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this re- 
port tables showing reconciliations of the several cash accounts, 
summaries of the tax, excise, and departmental accounts, as well 
as schedules showing the transactions and condition of the trust 
funds. 


For the cooperation extended by the several town officials 
during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants 
and for myself, to express appreciation.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


To the citizens of Colrain I hereby submit my annual report 
for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1964. As you can see from 
the financial statement in the school report there is a new account- 
ing system this year. The system was developed by the State De- 
partment of Education to insure uniformity in the reporting of the 
school systems of the State. The new system is much more detail- 
ed and allows for a much more precise accounting of expenditures. 
Last year’s budget has been listed as accurately as possible under 
the new titles and codes for comparison with proposed expenditures 
for 1965. In some cases last year’s budget is not broken down in 
detail because it was not prepared under this code system. Es- 
sentially we are spending money for the same services but the 
titles of those services have been changed in many Cases. 


There have been a few changes in the past year at Colrain 
Central School. Mrs. Mayer resigned and Mrs. Denison was trans- 
ferred from teaching fourth grade to teaching seventh grade. Mrs. 
Carpenter, who was teaching the small fourth grade group, took 
over the entire fourth grade. The split in the grade was eliminated 
and they are all being taught as the fifth grade by Mrs. Quinn. 
Mrs. Quinn also took over the duties of principal of the school from 
Mrs. Streeter, who had requested to be relieved. This year grades 
seven and eight were not departmentalized as last year, but it is 
hoped that this might be accomplished again next year. 


The stafi is now organized as follows: Mrs. Gertrude Streeter, 
grade eight; Mrs. Denison, grade seven; Mrs. Byron, grade six; 
Mrs. Quinn, principal and grade five; Mrs. Carpenter, grade four; 
Mrs. Root, grade three; Mrs. Miller, grade two; and Mrs. Alyce 
Streeter, grade one. Mr. Shea is our art supervisor and Mr. Smith- 
ers is our music supervisor. Since Mr. Smithers can no longer 
handle the entire music program for the school union, Mrs. John 
I'astman is helping out as a part time teacher. She teaches the 
vocal instruction under Mr. Smithers’ direction, and Mr. Smithers 
takes care of all the instrumental work. 


It is felt we still should consider sending the Junior High 
grades to Crittenden on a tuition basis. Actually we could start 
with one grade at a time. If we were to send next year’s eighth 
grade to Crittenden the tuition charge for a full year would be 
about $10,000. If no additional buses were needed, the additional 
transportation charge would only be about $200. If an additional 
bus was needed it would probably cost an additional $1,000. The 
net increase to the budget would be no more than $5,000, because 
we would have a decrease of one teacher’s salary at Colrain Cen- 
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tral. I strongly urge your consideration of this. Eventually you 
are going to be eliminating the seventh and eighth grades from 
Colrain Central when the Mohawk Trail School District builds a 
new high school. It will certainly cost more to operate then. The 
students now in grades seven and eight are just as deserving of a 
better junior high school curriculum as those who will be in the 
Mohawk high school. Why wait? 


It is still felt that we need to offer a kindergarten program. 
As indicated last year, today’s first grade program is more and 
more demanding in time and content. It is becoming increasingly 
difficult to adequately prepare a beginner in one year’s time for 
the second grade. At this time we cannot offer a good kindergar- 
ten program because of lack of space. When we get rid of our 
seventh and/or eighth grades we can do this. 


The program at Arms Academy continues to be over-crowded. 
The teaching staff is doing an exceptionally fine job in attempting 
to offer what they can under such conditions. It is hoped that the 
Town of Shelburne will approve the purchase of two portable 
classrooms to be used at Arms next year. This will help us to 
alleviate our crowded condition somewhat. If we do not secure 
the additional classrooms it will be necessary to eliminate some 
courses of study from the Arms Academy curriculum. This 
might mean that more students will request permission to attend 
other high schools. 


At this time not as many high school students are enrolled 
in the Vocational Education program at Greenfield as formerly. 
Greenfield has been accepting tuition students on a first come, first 
served basis and as a result the tuition students from the surround- 
ing areas are getting crowded out due to the demand from Green- 
field alone. The formation of a Regional Vocational School District 
will help alleviate this situation. The Athol-Franklin County Re- 
gional Vocational School Planning Board is still actively working 
toward this end. It is felt that the Town of Colrain should continue 
to support this cause. It should be pointed out that the Mohawk 
Trail Regional School District is not planning to offer any vocation- 
al courses. A vocational program is every bit as important as the 
academic program and needs your continued support. 


In summation, I should like to make the following observations: 
our elementary program will be much better when we offer a 
kindergarten program. Our pupils and teachers are finding it dif- 
ficult to accomplish seven years’ work in only six years. Once the 
seventh and/or eighth grades are out of the Colrain Central we can 
offer such a program if you so desire. The junior high grades, or at 
least grade eight, should be sent to Crittenden Junior High on a 
tuition basis. The Town of Colrain should make sure that it con- 
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tinues to support the Athol-Franklin County Regional Vocational 
Planning Board. The Mohawk Trail Regional School District Com- 
mittee is working on the plans for a new six-year Junior-Senior high 
school to solve our academic needs. It is hoped that all citizens will 
actively support these projects.

These exam- 
inations have been done by me with the assistance of the school 
nurse, Mrs. Hazel Pickwell. 


In the process of making these examinations an effort was 
made, as in the last few years, to keep our school children up to 
date with booster injections of immunizing vaccines. 


It is my pleasure to state that the overall picture of health and 
nutrition of our school children is most gratifying.
